1. Project AEMANNKR is a project in the REDSKIN program. It was 
originally ai>proved in April 1955 • Its purpose is to procure intelligence 
concerning Lithuaid.a eind the USSR. AEMANNER's efforts are directed to 
development of REDSKIN leads such as mall channels, contacts with selected 
emigres and legal travelers. As a result, it estahlished sources for 
subsequent exploitation, and succeeded in producing operational information. 

2. Project AS4ANNER developed mail channels, and established a 
relationship with German maritime business men whose ships visit Soviet 
ports, and seamen visiting USSR. The project also served as an Instrument 
to sp^ and develop three REDSQX agents of whom two have been selected 
for a REDSQX mission. 

3. Ibe REDSKIN activity undeirtaken under Project AEMANNER is 
furthering the Clandestine Services General Pleua - USSR Operatiojml Program 
Revised FI 1957 - Initial FI 1958, as indicated in Section B, page 5« 

4. Summary of AEMANNER accon^llshments in the period April 1955 ** 
April 1958 and planned futxire activities:

(2) Recruited one agent for a repatriation mission into the 
USSR; 

(3) Contributed to the recruitment of two REDSQX agent

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(5) Recruited ttiree individuals wbo hiave accessibility to 
.merchant seamen making visits to Soviet ports; 

(6) Established contacts among emigre groups who keep us 
informed on matters of REDSKIN interest, such eus mail 
channels, possible repatriates to the hcmeland and legal 
travelers . 

(7) Assigned ^ to Germany to serve as principal 

agent on this project under the supervision of the 
field case officer. 

b. Correspondence from the field suggests strong eind continuing 
interest in the development of this project. 

c. Plaimed future activities; 

(1) Establish contact with c: -□in the USSR; \ 

(2) To continue spotting, recruiting, briefing, debriefing 
and developing REDSKIN agents; 

(3) To continue spotting for prospective REDSQX agent 
candidates; 

(4) To continue spotting and developing leads to mail 
channels into the USSR; 

(5) To continue sp>otting, developing and recruiting merchant 
seamen who visit Soviet ports; 

(6) To continue developing operational information for 
Lithuanian FI and FP operations; 

(7) To reciruit an sigent presently residing in Stockholm, 

Sweden (This person has been granted an Operational 
Approval* He is well qualified to serve as a REDSKIN 
spotter and developer. If he is recruited, an 
to Project AMAHNER will be submitted for seJ.axy 

d. In the period 1 August 1956 * 31 July 1957# Project AEMANNER's 
efforts will be directed toward production of positive type 
intelligence, as well as operational infozmation for Lithuanian 
FI and PP operations. 
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e. The efforts of the contrew:t eigent personnel will likewise he 
redirected toward emphasis on positive intelligence production. 

f. Finances: 

j (l) A total of $13,000 was disbursed on Project AEMABBER 
/ between 30 April 1955 and 30 April 1956. 

(2) On l4 May 1956, an approval was granted to extend Project 
AIMAMER at a cost of $12,000 for the period 30 April 
1956 to 31 July 1956.
